HOEVER hath duly conſidered the great 
Difficulty there is in our firſt encountering - 
with the Idioms of the Latin Tongue, the Variety of 
Engliſþ Words, which will ſometimes anſwer to one 
Latin one, with the many Miſtakes which Boys muſt 
naturally be liable to, who cannot immediately form 
any tolerable Judgment of the Thing which They 
are engaged in; muſt ſurely, in ſome Meaſure, be 
brought to acknowledge, that the having Things ex- 
plained and cleared up to their Underſtandings, as 
They go along, is the beſt and only Means of mak- 
ing Them eager and deſirous to learn. And here, 
perhaps, It may be ſomewhat of a real Helpto throw 
the Language into a yet more eaſy Light, and to de- 
ſcend a little lower, than Others have hitherto ſub- 
mitted Themſelves to. For I will not refuſe to 
own, that I am apprehenſive, the Fear of too great a 
Baldneſs in the Tranſlation hath deterred even Thoſe, 
who have carried this Affair farther than was at firſt 
imagined it could ever have gone, from rendering it 
ſo plain, that Children might ſtill che more readily 
come 
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come into the Knowledge of the Conſtruction, and 
form a better and quicker Idea of the different Parts 


of Speech. 


Things relating to Inſtruftion cannot well be made 
too eaſy ; but to write in the Terms of a Pedant, or 
in ſuch a Lowneſs, or Poverty of Expreſſion, as 
dwindleth almoſt into Nonſenſe, is a Hardſhip too 
great to be ſubmitted to by any Man of Spirit. But 
alas! Freedom of Stile is one Thing, and literal Tranſ- 
lation another; and the beſt Way to commence an 
Acquaintance with any Language, is firſt to read a great 
deal of a verbal Tranſlation, When ſingle Words 


have been apprehended rightly, a Number of them 


may be readily put together, the remembering thar 
fuch a Word is Lawn for ſuch a Thing affording 
Learners the greateſt Pleaſure and Incitement to- 


wards the making a Progreſs more conſiderable ; 
whereas, by attempting the Conſtruction of Phraſes 


too ſoon, they become loſt, and bewildered in a Maze, 


Tt hath been thought proper therefore to make the 
Engliſh Words here to anſwer to the Latin, as gram- 
matically as poſſible ; and, where more expreſſive 
Ones might often have been made Uſe of, Thoſe, 

which are moſt uſually met with, have been judged 
the moſt convenient; the varying the Phraſe too

much at firſt tending rather to confound, than graft 


any Thing in the Memory. 


A new Edition of Æſop, with the Latin and Eng- 
liſh each in their diſtinct Columns, had been long 
ago wiſhed for ; but, as Mr. Locke had before ſuf- 
fered an Interlineary Verſion of it to be printed with 
his Name in the Title Page, it is highly probable, 
Nobody would venture to undertake ſuch a Thing; 
altho' You are told in the Preface, that the Deſign 
was to help Thoſe, who had not the Opportunity or 
Leiſure to learn the Latin Language by Grammar ; 
which, conſequently, did not lead Him to have the 
Engliſh made witli the greateſt grammatical Striftneſs 
to the Latin, and left Room for ſomething to be at- 
tempted, which might be afforded at an eaſier Rate, 
and what might better anſwer the Purpoſes of a Com- 
mon School-Book. 


Upon the whole, You have here a Collection of 
the greateſt Part of the Fables done in an eaſier Man- 
nec, than any yet extant ; and the farther You enter 
into the Book, You will find ſuch little Liberties tak- 
en in the Expreſſion, as may naturally ſuit with fender 
Capacities, whilſt the Judgment ripens by Degrees.
